THREE BANK BANDITS 
SHOT BY OFFICERS

Three bank robbers were shot and 
probably fatally wounded today as 
I>ollce officers, lying in wait for 
them, opened ^ e with a machine 
gun as the robbeij left the First Na­ 
tional Bank. 
Working on a *‘tip” from the 
protectiv e Department of the Minn­ 
esota Bankers’ Association, that the 
bank would be robbed, the officers 
had maintained a watch for sev er­ 
al days. 
The robbers were per­ 
mitted to enter the bank and were 
preparing to driv e away with $1,- 
600 when the officers opened fire. 
Charles D. 
Brown, 
Minneapolis, 
managers of the Bankers* Protec­ 
tiv e Department, led fiv e officers 
In the ambush prepared for the 
bandits and operated the machine 
gun. 
After firing Browm rushed up to 
the car. 
As he opened the doors, 
he said, two men fell out. The third 
stepped out of the machine and 
staggered into the bank. 
“How do you like it so far, boysr* 
Brown said he asked as he reach- 
fed the car. 
“You’v e got us all right this time. 
Mr. Brown,'* one man replied.

NEW YORK, Dec. 9.—An inde­ 
pendent Inv estigation of newsprint 
production costs was urged today 
in a report of the paper commit­ 
tee of the 
American 
Newspaper 
Publishers’ Association to the spe­ 
cial conv ention of the body meet­ 
ing in Hotel Pennsylv ania. 
The conv ention was called to con­ 
sider what action the association 
would take in case the threatened 
increase in newsprint prices of $5 
a ton was carried through by the 
manufacturers. 
Charging that v irtual monopoly 
exists through the formation by 
most of the newsprint manufactur­ 
ers from which American newspap­ 
ers secure their supply of paper 
of the newsprint Institute of Cana­ 
da, the committee reports that “the 
present difficulties complained of” 
which the institute says necessi­ 
tates higher rates, “are the natural 
sequence of ov er-expansion In the 
past and the 
present 
uneconomic 
conditions.” 
Expanding its charges of mono­ 
poly, the report says: 
“Follo\%ing 
the 
demise 
of 
the 
late- Canadian Newsprint Company, 
Ltd., a new group w^as formed dur­ 
ing the fall of last year, known as 
the Newsprint Institute of Canada, 
from the officers of w'hich we hav e 
sought but failed to secure informa­ 
tion regarding its purpose or de 
tails of its operation. 
“From 
other sources, 
howev er, 
your committee is informed that 
the Institute includes among its 
membership nearly all of the news­ 
print mills of Ontario and Quebec, 
some of w’hich are said to hav e 
become members under pressure.” 
The newsprint institute, the re­ 
port continues, carries on its ac­ 
tiv ities “under the good offices of 
the prov incial gov ernments of On­ 
tario and Quebec,” and it charges 
further that an effort ev en had 
been made to reach an understand­ 
ing w’ith European manufacturers 
to regulate prices. 
Addressing the conv ention at 
its 
opening 
session, 
Edward 
H. 
Butler, president of the association, 
said that the condition was such, 
wtih 
some mills 
announcing 
in­ 
creases in price and others reserv ­ 
ing decision on new contracts, that 
“newspaper publishers are unable 
to make satisfactory contracts with 
any degree of certainty as to the 
future.” 
About 100 publishers, from the 
United States and Canada were in 
attendance 
when 
the 
conv ention 
opened. 
Most of them fav ored an

as was

A prev ious break was re­ 
paired only last night. 
The British cruiser Suffolk was 
enroute for Nanking today to stand 
by to remov e British residents al­ 
though it was not sure that this 
emergency measure could be re­ 
quired. 
British 
destroyers 
left 
Hongkong for Shanghai; the cruiser 
Berwick, coming from 
Hongkong 
will remain here but the smaller 
v essels will proceed up the Yangtze. 
It appeared the rev olt against the 
budding Nationalist regime of Gen­ 
eral Chiang Kai-Shek was perhaps 
nation-wide although hardly concert­ 
ed. 
Observ ers considered It the 
most dangerous threat the Chinese 
president has had yet. 
Kuo-Min, the official news agency, 
quoted him; “Being entrusted with 
the 
responsibility 
of 
maintaining 
peace and order I shall fight to my 
dying breath. 
As long as there Is 
one loyal soldier I shall fight to ex­ 
terminate the rebels. 
“If there is any person able to 
preserv e peace and complete the 
rev olution I am willing to sacrifice 
ray personal Interests, but for me 
to retire now will only plunge the 
country into' greater confusion and 
disaster. 
“The Nationalist gov ernment has 
the military situation in hand. 
As 
soon as peace and unity are at­ 
tained I will attempt internal re­ 
adjustments. 
I ask the people to 
be patient, to endure their suffer­ 
ing a little longer. The gov ernment 
will persev ere until all the rebel­ 
lions are suppressed.”

rav aged the countryside along the

BLOODY BATTLE 
WITH PIRATES ON 
BOARD A SHIP 


Twelv e Killed a nd Six ty 
Dro wned—America n 
Refug ees Sa fe

HONGKONG, 
Dec. 
9.—Twelv e 
persons were killed, about 60 na­ 
tiv e passengers drowned and 40 or 
more wounded last night when a 
swarm of Chinese pirates fought 
with the crew of the British steam­ 
ship Haiching for its possession. 
Three American women were wit­ 
nesses to the bloody conflict and 
spent hours of terror aboard the 
ship before British destroyers, the 
Sterling and the Sirdar, came to its 
aid. Much of the superstructure of 
the v essel was burned. It finally 
made port here from Swatow. 
The Haiching left 
Swatow 
for 
Hongkong Saturday with 300 pas­ 
sengers, including an Englishman 
and three American women. Early 
Sunday morning 50 or 60 pirates 
who had shipped 
as 
passengers 
sprang upon the decks with terrify­ 
ing yells and attempted to seize the 
ship. 
They first stormed the bridge, 
firing rev olv ers. One of their shots 
killed third officer Woodward. The 
bridge was protected 
by 
barbed 
wire and a rapid exchange of shots 
between the pirates and the officers 
and Indian guards finally forced 
them to retire. 
Another attempt was made 
to 
storm the bridge after a brief lull 
in combat, but the ¡accurate fire of 
the officers and guards picked off 
the pirate leaders and they with­ 
drew leav ing dead and wounded on 
the deck. No other frontal attack 
was made but considerable sniping 
followed in which an Indian guard 
was killed. 
Another wounded and 
Chief Officer Perry wounded. 
The Sterling and the Sirdar about 
this time answered radoi distress 
signals of the young Chinese oper­ 
ator who had kept his head in the 
melee • and kept at his instruments. 
The Sterling drew near as the pir­ 
ates, using kerosene, set fire to the 
bridge and decks. 
* 
The Chinese passengers from be­ 
low rushed abov e, panic stricken, 
as the v essel filled with smoke and 
about 60 of them jumped ov erboard 
and were drowned. Mothers with 
babes in arms were among those 
leaping pell mell ov erboard. Others 
attempted to launch lifeboats and 
were drowned when they failed. 
The Sterling came alongside and 
quickly restored order aboard the 
ship, arresting the remaining pir­ 
ates and extinguishing the flames. 
Thirty eight wounded buccaneers 
were sent to the hospital. Others of 
the pirates were placed In jail.

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PUBLIC LANDS TO THE STATES 


From the Moberly Monltor-Index . 
A fact not appreciated by one Ameri­ 
can in ten is tha t the federal government 
still controls an area of 296,875 square 
miles in public lands, comprising an un­ 
defined “forty-ninth state” as large as 
Tex as and a half 
dozen 
small 
eastern 
states combined. 
But this “forty-nintli 
state” will occupy attention soon, for it is 
President Hoover's policy to transfer con­ 
trol of the vast area from 'the federal 
governm ent to the separate governments 
of the states in which the lands are locat­ 
ed. 
Secretary of the Interior W ilbur, in an 
article w ritten for the current issue of the 
Review of Reviews, ex plains the presi­ 
dent’s purpose. 
“The plain and alarm ing fact is that, 
owing to many factors including division 
of authority between state and federal 
governments, the 20 years since the pub­ 
lic land report under Roosevelt has shown 
persistent deterioration of these lands” 
he says. 
“There is more lik elihood that 
real conservation and protection will re­ 
sult from local control m anagem ent.” 
A lthough most of these public domains, 
located in eleven far western states, are 
composed of the piountain ranges and 
desert lands, it does not follow that they 
are waste lands, on the contrary they are 
of increasing im portance, says Secretary 
W ilbur. 
The agricultural and grazing lands of 
the valleys depend alm ost qntirely on 
the mountain w ater sheds for their w ater 
supply, he points out, while mining, graz­ 
ing and foresting operations on the moun­ 
tains have already threatened to destroy 
this supply in some sections. 
State con­ 
trol of such lands would enable each 
state to achieve a balance between its 
agricultural and mining and foresting in- 
tei'ests which would solve the problem, 
he believes.- 
Also, so long as the lands rem ain under 
federal control the states will tak e no 
steps to develop them as public park s and 
reservations, his article points out. 
“Recreation has become of outstanding 
significance in the life of the nation,” he 
says. 
“The mountains, forest and desert 
and the great open places for recreation. 
But recreation m ust be based on the prop­ 
er conservation of the natural conditions 
in these regions.”

proof against vulgarity, he was wise 
enough to k now that a mere rich man 
(the "m ere” is stressed in this sentence) 
is sure to be an ass. 
The rich man must 
be of “service”— one must use the word 
however tired of it. 
Therefore, he enter­ 
ed public life, accepting a difficult as­ 
signment in Mex ico. 
To that distraught 
and frantic people he w ent and, rich 
enough to be free of sordid motives, hav­

W ith his fine intellect, his diligence, 
with the good heart that one suspects him 
to possess, Mr. Morrow m ight never have 
gone as am bassador to Mex ico had he 
not gone into the Morgan firm of bank ­ 
ers and m ade a fortune. We think rather 
well of him that he took that precaution, 
we think he will be the better senator on 
account of it, and our faith that he will 
prove a wise and useful senator for the 
United States is grounded in the belief 
that he is a m ater of money, that money 
is not his master.

Poorly w rapped pack ages ac­ 
count for trem endous loss and damage, 
especially during the Christmas mail rush. 
Do not lose patience with the mail 
clerk if he ask s you to strengthen the 
wrappings of your Christmas mail, or 
returns your pack ages and letters for 
more complete directions for delivery or 
return.

Reed of Pennsylvania, in a letter to F. E. 
Murphy, publisher 
of

to W ashington senators “who will look 
at the agricultural problem as Americans 
and not as factionists, sectionalists and 
populists." 
The question arises clearly as to w heth­ 
er these senators are reflecting the will 
of their peoples.
